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Recreation chief joins team

Brian Hitsky, newly named 
Romulus Parks and Recre- 
ation Director, revealed Fri- 
day he is fully ready to take on 
the challenges and oppor- 
tunities facing the recreation 
needs of the city this year. 

Hitsky, who succeeds Du- 
Wayne Martin, previously 
served as adminstrative assis- 
tant to Dearborn Heights 
Mayor L^le Van Houten. 

After Van Houten lost his 
re-election bid last November, 
Hitsky contacted Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally and informed 
her that he was available for 
the recreation post opening. 

Hitsky, 50, revealed it is a 
“real opportunity to come to 
Romulus, where the city has a 
history of good sports activ- 
ities, senior citizen programs 
and other youth and adult out- 
reach events.” 

Admitting that he is too new 
in the Romulus program, (he 
started in late January) to have 
all his priorities set in order, 
Hitsky said he wants to create 
greater awareness of local pro- 
grams and add as much diver- 
sity to the athletic and non- 
athletic programs as possible. 

“Down the road I would also 
like to add a multitude of liv- 
ing skill efforts,” Hitsky said,

such as resume writing skill 
classes, hobby preparation 
events, handi-people seminars 
(for home fix-up projects) and 
various computer classes.” 

Hitsky said he is ready to 
work hand in hand with the 
city’s Recreation Commission 


to “provide more programs 
that heighten the interest of lo- 
cal residents, make our parks 
and playground systems more 
attractive and help local vol- 
unteerism grow even greater 
in Romulus today.” 

“I’m excited about the 
healthy partnership we have 
with the Romulus School Sys- 
tem,” Hitsky said, “where we 
are permitted to use the school 
gyms and auditoriums for our 
current outreach programs.” 

The new director said he is 
“blessed with a veteran staff, 
who have been involved with 
athletic and senior citizen pro- 
grams for many years.” 

Hitsky said he and his staff 
are already planning the next 
fiscal year budget, so that 
quality programming can con- 
tinue in Romulus. 

Hitsky is a graduate of 
Wayne State University and 
former public relations offi- 
cial with the Detroit Piston 
basketball team. 

He currently is attending 
Central Michigan University, 
where he will soon be 
awarded a master’s degree in 
administration. He formerly 
played football at Wayne State 
and has been active since in 
golf and racquetball. 


Ex-court administrator 
charged with embezzlement 


Embezzlement charges 
have been filed against former 
34th District Court Adminis- 
trator Nancy Schuette, accord- 
ing to state Attorney General 
Frank Kelley. 

Schuette was arraigned Fri- 
day in 29th District Court in 
Wayne, and an April 5 court 
date was set. She is free on 
$5,000 bond. 

According to audits con- 
ducted by the state court ad- 
ministrator’s office, 
approximately $270,000 was 
improperly withdrawn from 
the court betwen 1992 and 
1993. In a complaint filed with 
the 34th Judicial District 
Court, Schuette is charged 
with three counts of embezzle- 
ment accounting for a portion 
of the missing funds. 

Schuette allegedly hid the 
embezzlement by using the 
court system of voiding erro- 
neous transactions. Under that 
system, whenever an incorrect 
amount was entered into the 
cash register, the cashier sub- 
tracted the incorrect amount 
by entering a second transac- 
tion. 

The attorney general al- 
leges that, when Schuette took 
money from the cash register, 
she entered a transaction sub- 
tracting that amount from the 
cash register balance. As a re- 
sult, the amount of cash in the 
register was the same as the 
altered cash register balance 
at the end of the day. 

Yearly audits by an outside 
firm failed to discover the em- 
bezzzlement. 


The attorney general 
alleges that, when 
Schuette took money 
from the cash register, 
she entered a 
transaction subtracting 
that amount from the 
cash register balance. 


In a recent audit, 44 recom- 
mendations for procedural 
changes were presented to the 
34th District Court. Among 
them was a recommendation 
that proper security exist for 
the voiding of reciepts. It was 
also recommendeded that the 
reason for voiding a receipt be 
on the void receipt as well as 
the reissued receipt number. 

If convicted of the embez- 
zlement charge, the former 
court administrator could re- 
ceive a 10-year s entence or 
fines of $15,000. 

The investigation is con- 
tinuing, according to the attor- 
ney general. 

Schuette resigned from her 
post on Sept. 10, following a 
six-month paid leave while the 
audit was in progress. 

In the final release signed 
by Schuette, she received “for 
the sole consideration of 
$8,733.32, the monetary equiva- 
lent of two months salary 
which is over and above pay- 


ment for any accrued leave 
time or other entitlement, does 
covenant not to sue and does 
fully and forever release, ac- 
quit and discharge th 
eemployer (the 34th District 
Court)... of any and all past, 
present and future claims, de- 
mands, damages, actions, 
causes of actions of whatever 
kind or nature, which could 
have been asserted regarding 
the undersigned’s employ- 
ment, separation from employ- 
ment, expresly including all 
damages.” 

Also in Shuette’s final re- 
lease, she acknowledge re- 
ceipt of payroll check 10039 as 
full and final payment for all 
accrued leave time. She also 
acknowledged receipt of pay- 
roll checks 10040 and 10041 
each for the gross amount of 
$4,366.66 less taxes for a total 
of $3,417.38 as full an final pay- 
ment of the consideration as 
stated. 

“It is further understood 
and agreed that the parties 
hereto declare and represent 
that no promise, inducement 
or agreement not herein ex- 
pressedhave been made to 
them, and that this release 
contains the entire agreement 
between the parties hereto,” 
the document stated. “The un- 
dersigned (Shuette) further 
agrees that, on her own inia- 
tive, she elects and promises to 
never again seek employment 
at the 34th District Court, State 
of Michigan and waives any 
and all right to reinstatement 
or employmenet.” 


City lawyer studies survey

Romulus City Attorney 
Barry Seifman last week re- 
ceived an official copy of the 
questions asked in a recent 
survey of 300 city voters that 
was sponsored by Environ- 
mental Disposal Services 
(EDS) concerning the construc- 
tion and current litigation of 
the planned hazardous/non 
hazardous liquid injection 
well. 

The survey information was 
sent to Seifman by Jo Ann 
Rossi, vice president of Moore 
and Associates, the firm hired 
to develop a survey design and 
questionnaire. 

“The survey was intended to 
provide information about vo- 
ter attitudes toward the well 
project. The questions for the 
survey are phrased in an ob- 
jective manner so as not to per- 


suade respondents towards a 
particular view,” Rossi wrote 
in a letter adjoining the survey 
questions. 

“In conducting the survey, 
interviewers are instructed to 
read the questions verbatim 
and are not allowed to impose 
their opinions, to paraphrase 
or to comment,” she continued. 

Rossi also wrote, “The iden- 
tity of the client is not dis- 
closed at any time during the 
survey, nor are survey ques- 
tions intentionally phrased to 
mislead respondents as to the 
client’s identity.” 

Several residents com- 
plained at a City Council meet- 
ing that they felt the questions 
led them to believe that the 
survey was being conducted by 
the city. 

Rossi continued, “300 inter- 
views w'ere collected via a 
random-digit- dial survey 
method, w’hich allows every 


telephone household in Ro- 
mulus an equal chance of be- 
ing called. Participation in the 
survey is voluntary and re- 
spondents can terminate the 
interview at any time.” 

Rossi stressed, “Any infor- 
mation provided by respon- 
dents is strictly confidential." 

Rossi then concluded, “It 
would be unethical for any 
firm in this industry to know- 
ingly construct and execute bi- 
ased research.” 

Complaints about the sur- 
vey irked Mayor Pro-tem Mary 
Ann Banks and Seifman. EDS 
operations manager Vincent 
Schager promised that Seif- 
man would be mailed the sur- 
vey questions. 

Seifman said he remains 
concerned because the intro- 
ductory material provided him 
doesn’t match up with the re- 
ported criticism by the survey 
respondents. 
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Defiant home owner favors jail over pulling signs

A defiant Romulus property 
owner, who claims the city of 
Romulus is trying to “steal” his 
property for a nearby housing 
development, said he is willing 
to go back to jail “for the rest 
of my life” rather than capitu- 
late to city demands he take 
down his controversial signs. 

Among the messages on the 
large signs posted in front of 
two of his family's homes are, 
“Communism isn’t dead, it has 
just moved to Romulus”, “We 
are not criminals, all we do is 
live here,” and. “Due to contin- 
ued harassment, this property 
and everything on it is for 


sale.” 

The two homes owned by 
William “Bill” Connolly and 
his mother, Dorothy, are lo- 
cated on twin properties, a 
4-acre site containing the 
home he owns and a 1 and 3/4 
acre property where his 
mother’s home is located. 

The Connolly family mem- 
bers, who operate a tire shred- 
ding business on the larger 
site, claim harassment by the 
city of Romulus was greatly in- 
tensified when Rudgate Corp. 
began buying up property in 
the Cogswell and Ecorse road 
area a year or two ago to con 
struct a manufactured home 
development. 

Connolly said Rudgate of- 


fered him $125,000 in August 
1990 and he made a counter of- 
fer of $765,000 and was disap 
pointed when no compromise 
offer came from Rudgate. Tina 
Bassett, a spokesman for Rud- 
gate, confirmed the offers, but 
said the disparity of the offers 
and the cost to remove tires 
from his property would be ex- 
orbitant. 

Bassett said Rudgate at this 
time would rather be good 
neighbors with the Connollys, 
rather than owners of the 
property. 

Bassett said, “Somehow’ 
about 150,000 tires appeared 
on Rudgate’s property and it 
cost the housing firm $112,000 
to have them removed. The 


charge is 75 cents a tire, so that 
also diminishes the value of 
Connolly’s property to us.” 

But Bassett contended Rud- 
gate has no animosity tow’ard 
the Connollys and still would 
like to create a wholesome 
area there. 

Romulus Ordinance Officer 
Steve Banko claims that Con- 
nolly has a long history’ of not 
responding to ordinance viola- 
tion summons and was jailed 
in November 1993 for refusal 
to put up bail. 

Connolly claims t wo 
"bounty hunters” came on his 
property shortly before 
Thanksgiving bearing a “blank 
piece of paper” and placed 
him under arrest for more 


than 20 ordinance violations 
claiming he had 100,000 used 
tires on his property and had 
erected several illegal fences. 

Banko said Connolly’s claim 
w’as an “absolute untruth,” 
stating two city officers made 
the arrest. 

Connolly and his family also 
complain that outside 34th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Felix 
Rogalle’s courtroom, Banko 
demanded that he take down 
the "offensive signs.” 

Connolly said he refused, 
claiming the hand painted 
signs are the only means he 
has to show the community his 
displeasure.

“The signs helped us get a 
story out on television Channel

Rogalle said he believed 
most of the missing money was 
taken from Romulus traffic 
ticket receipts. 

The judge said he is confi 
dent that the court is currently 
in “fine shape.” 


Feb. 18, a date the court was 
closed for business. His new 
court date for a pre- trial hear- 
ing is Jan. 28 and a court offi- 
cial stated “it appears a great 
deal can be settled at that 
time.” 

“In the past they kept on 
changing his court dates, so 
that my dad lost $1,000 in bail,” 
Connolly’s daughter, Margaret, 
charged. “Also when he was in 
Isabella County Jail, he 
couldn’t call home for over a 
month. Finally his lawyer, 
John Cross, went to Isabella 
County’ on New Years Day and 
had the "phone block” elimi- 
nated,” she claimed. 

Dorothy Connolly said, “We 
know other families in the city 
have faced the same type of ha- 
rassment in the past and ei- 
ther paid the fine or moved out 
of the city’.” 

She continued. “We will 
seek to be in touch with them 
also.” 


CROP walkers praised

Romulus area CROP 
walkers were praised for help- 
ing earn more than $21,000 in 
the Romulus Belleville walk 
for the hungry last autumn. 

Michigan CROP leader 
David Bower traveled to the 
Community United Methodist 
Church for a special sacrificial 
Ash Wednesday dinner last 
week, and told a gathering of 
about 60 persons that the local 
CROP effort was “absolutely 
incredible.” 

Bower, who has been state 
CROP leader since 1970, said 
“your dedicated group of vol- 
unteers raised even more than 
the Birmingham- Bloomfield 
Hills CROP walk that I was in 
volved with last year.” 

He reminded those in atten- 
dance “a great deal of the ef- 
fort you were involved in will 
touch you all personally, since 
the first 25 percent of the col- 
lection is given to Romulus- 
Belleville self-help groups 
themselves.” 

The veteran Christian 
leader said it was symbolic 
that he should appear in Ro- 
mulus on Ash Wednesday, 
when local residents could 
share a meal (soup and bread) 
similar to those consumed by 
African and Far East refugees. 

Host pastor, Rev. J.D. 
Landis, said it is a special 
thrill to know that the Ro- 
mulus portion of the two-city 
walk for the hungry jumped 
from about $500 a decade ago 
to close to $10,000 this past 
year. The remainder was col- 
lected by Belleville Christian 
volunteers. 

Bower brought numerous 
Christian keepsakes from var- 
ious foreign lands he has vis- 
ited as a CROP official and 
volunteer. 

“One of the other thrills,” 
Bower said, “is the vision of 
seeing Christian churches 
across Africa now growing fas-

ter than any other area in the 
world.” 

Bower also offered a video 
that showed how the money 
raised by CROP walks was be- 
ing used in places such as 
Burma, Cambodia and Thai- 
land. 

“It is a pleasure to travel 
through various African coun- 
tries and find that not only are 
die churches’ attendance rolls 
exploding, but the members 
themselves are filled with a 
new warmth and compassion 
for their fellow countrymen 
and women,” he said. 

Church World Service 
(CSW), a group composed of 
members of more than 30 
Christian denominations, pro- 
vides critically needed farm 
skill training, seeds for various 
vegetable plants needed to 
supplement rice dinners, 
clothing, innoculations for 
work animals such as water 
buffalo and family blankets. 

“Our work volunteers fill a 
tremendous void in countries 
such as Cambodia, where Com- 
munist insurgents killed more 
than one and a half million ed- 
ucated persons more than 20 
years ago,” Bower said. 

“During the Vietnam War 
years and those immediatly af- 
ter, educated Cambodians 


were exterminated at will. It 
was a hazard at that time to 
even wear eye glasses,” Bower 
said, "because it was assumed 
that if you wore glasses you 
were educated and needed to 
be done away with.” 

Today CWS and CROP vol- 
unteers are training veter- 
inarians and farmers in 
Thailand and Cambodia, so 
that needy families’ work ani- 
mals can be protected from se- 
rious diseases and diets can be 
expanded to help the under- 
nourished. 

Family blankets also are 
distributed in the U.S. and 
around the world. Overseas 
the blankets are passed out 
one to a family and thus most 
families all sleep under the 
same blanket. Bower said. 

Bower said also that many 
American victims of floods 
and earthquakes have been 
heavily aided by CROP funds 
and volunteers. 

Over 1,150 blankets were 
distributed in past years to the 
Cass Corridor residents of De- 
troit. 

Michigan CROP figures 
show that $1,762,222 was col- 
lected in 1992, making it the 
eighth straight year the total 
was over $1 million. Figure 
breakdowns are not yet avail- 
able for 1993. 

In 1992 more than 31,760 
walkers took part across Mich- 
igan, with the average collec- 
tion from each walker topping 
$47. The oldest walker was lis- 
ted as a 95 year old woman. 
Bower revealed that a sepa- 
rate appeal raised $150,517 for 
blankets the same year. 

CROP efforts were orga- 
nized in Michigan in 1948 by 
Russell Hartzler, who served 
as state director for 22 years. 

The top Romulus CROP 
fund raisers were Romulus 
High School teacher Lance 
Knudsen ($1,500) and Commu- 
nity United Methodist Church 
member Matt McGrane 
($1,300).

“We realize it is only a shot 
in the dark,” Dolan said, “but 
we are using our best power 
bases. ..Congressmen William 
Ford (D-Ypsilanti) and John 
Dingell (D-Trenton) and even 
top executives at Northwest 
Airlines to try to get Clinton to 
make a brief stop here." 

Romulus students have 
been studying the impact of 
the NAFTA program since 
September thanks to a $4,000 
“Peace and Conflict” grant 
earned in 1993. 

Some of the study group 
have already visited Washing 


ton and video- taped com 
ments from congressmen and 
senators. 

Other plans include the stu 
dents visiting Canada and 
Mexico, the other U.S. trading 
partners in the treaty plan, 
Dolan said. 

On June 2, the Romulus stu- 
dents will answer call-in ques- 
tions from around the nation 
over the national C-Span sta- 
tion on the NAFTA issues.

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Enough is enough 

We wonder how many Romulus residents really under- 
stand what is happening in their city. 

Most of them, we suspect, know there is some conflict 
regarding the hazardous waste deepw’ell project and many 
have probably heard the emotional claims that the well 
might present a health hazard sometime in the future. 

But we doubt that many fully understand the political 
drama which has been under way regarding this project- 
just as we doubt that many of the members of the group 
opposing the well could be swayed with logic or scientific 
findings which disagree with their beliefs. 

What concerns us most, however, is the present legal 
expense the city has authorized to fight this project. We 
wonder how many city projects could have been funded 
with this $100,000~and the additional funds also recently 
approved by members of the city council to do battle with 
Environmental Disposal Systems (EDS), the owners of the 
well. To date, a total of $110,000 has been spent on attor- 
neys and legal fees and there is another $140,000 of tax- 
payers’ money authorized to fight a company which has 
offered to share revenue with the city based on the amount 
of business done at the facility. 

That royalty fee is estimated to be about $500,000 
annually-and was also projected to increase as the opera- 
tion matured. We suspect that many citizens do not under- 
stand that this annual royalty fee could offer them services 
and benefits which may become crucial to the quality of 
life in the City of Romulus. 

Presently, the annual budget in the city is about $10 
million-and adding $500,000 to those city coffers could 
provide road work, city health services, increased police 
and fire protection, recreation and senior citizen pro- 
grams unheard of in a city this size. With this funding, the 
city could provide a fine place for residents. 

If this lawsuit continues and EDS is forced to spend 
corporate funds to battle the city-those royalties are in 
jeopardy. Corporate spokesmen have not been that blunt, 
but caged in their polite and gentle rhetoric, their mean- 
ing is clear. They attempted to be the very best neighbor 
possible. And, because of political pressure from a group 
of citizens, the project has been delayed to the tune of 
nearly $1 million, the reputation of the company has been 
damaged and the money earmarked to fund the construc- 
tion and development will go toward legal fees. There will 
be nothing left to offer the city-and should EDS manage- 
ment choose to sue the city to regain the costs of these 
delays, we shudder to think of the damage which could be 
done. 

The information we have gathered and which has been 
presented to us would indicate that the EDS position in 
this matter is very solid. The city claim of zoning violations 
is obliterated by the testimony of former director of com- 
munity development Dennis Oakes who has stated, under 
oath, that the city was well aware of the proposed well and 
that the EDS procedures were well within the limits of the 
city ordinances. 

The city case was dismissed by the first judge who heard 
the arguments and the baseless motion to suppress Oake’s 
testimony. What do the administration and the members of 
the city council feel will be different next time? 

What will be different is the balance in the city budget 
and the amount of benefit and services residents receive. 
They will forego nearly a quarter of a million dollars in 
services-and the promised half million dollars annually 
EDS was willing to add to the city coffers. 

And now, members of the city council have approved a 
ballot request asking every property owner in the city to 
contribute toward this lawsuit for the next five years. If 
voters go for this one, they will be paying $250,000 for the 
next five years for “environmental issues.” 

We suggest that the political environment should be the 
first one addressed by voters--and that the voice of reason 
be loudly sounded before every citizen of Romulus has 
been denied increased and improved city services be- 
cause of the emotional outcries of a vociferous group of 
individuals who have drowned out the silent majority. 

We hope that a genuine concern for the benefit of those 
who live and work in the city of Romulus will win out. If 
the health, welfare and safety of the residents of the city is 
the real concern here, EDS should be welcomed with open 
arms. 
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Ballot proposal 
blasted 

To the editor: 

A “wake up call” is long 
overdue for the people of the 
State of Michigan. The March 
15 ballot proposal is not about 
a tax cut or school finance re- 
form. It’s about power and who 
wields it. It’s not about quality 
education. It’s about who de- 
cides what your children 
learn. It’s not about equal op- 
portunity for children. It’s 
about allowing the state to pit 
one segment of our society 
against the other through taxa- 
tion without uniformity. 

The foul odor coming out of 
Lansing is due to the festering 
of contempt for voters of the 
State of Michigan and the lack 
of respect for law and the fla- 
grant violation of the Constitu- 
tion these same legislators 
have sworn to uphold. 

Most of the provisions in 
Proposal “A” are the very same 
ones we turned down in the 
last election. Two people, liv- 
ing in identical houses, could 
be paying different amounts of 
taxes due to non-uniform as- 
sessment based on how long 
they have lived in the home. 
They could be paying different 
millage rates based on 
whether it is their homestead. 
Or, if they had an extra lot at- 
tached to their property, if it is 
described in the assessor’s of- 
fice as being part of their 
homestead would be paying 
one rate; if it is not, they would 
be paying another. 

Worse than that, we would 
be giving up, to the legislature, 
the power to raise property 
taxes which is, at present, re- 
served only to the people. 

It is time we took notice that 
this election is being run like a 
millage campaign. Over and 
over the question is brought 
before the electorate. This 
time, instead of holding just 
our children hostage, we are 
being held hostage as well. We 
have been given an equally ob- 
jectionable alternative plan 
(which we will not be given the 
opportunity to vote for or 
against). MEA influence and 
money is undeniable in these 
proposals. 

This proposal is on the bal- 
lot only because the Court of 
Appeals now considers itself 
to have the authority to legis- 
late rather than interpret the 
law. Election law has been ig- 
nored. On March 15, more than 
200 villages across this state 
may have to use paper ballots 



to vote since they will be hold- 
ing an election on March 14. 
Election law prohibits use of 
the same election equipment 
because of the possibility of a 
recount. In some of these vil- 
lages they will not even be vot- 
ing at the same location. 

All the people of the State of 
Michigan deserve a cut in 
taxes. Neither of these pro- 
posals contain that guarantee. 
They are cumbersome, confus- 
ing for most and, in my opin- 
ion, a tax shift increase. To my 
knowledge, every taxpayer or- 
ganization, across this state, 
has reached the same conclu- 
sion. 

By now most of you have re- 
ceived the “Important Notice 
to Michigan Taxpayers” in the 
mail. While it may not techni- 
cally violate campaign finance 
laws, it sure reads like a piece 
of election propaganda. At 
what cost to the taxpayer? 

You probably have also re- 
ceived your Homestead Ex- 
emption Form. Why do they 
need your Social Security Nu- 
mbers when they already 
know your PIN (Property Iden- 
tification Number)? Section 
7(a) and (b) of the “Federal Pri- 
vacy Act of 1974” states that 
you “cannot be denied any 
right, benefit or privilege pro- 
vided by law” if you fail to dis- 
close your Social Security 
number and that the state 
must tell you whether dis- 
closure is mandatory or volun- 
tary. Equally important, they 
must tell you what uses will be 
made of it. At what cost to the 
taxpayer? By what right do 
they create a condition where 
they investigate you for fraud 
and make private information 
public? 

The ballot language for pro- 
posal “A” does not begin to tell 
you all the evils unleashed by 
a yes vote. Local control of 
schools and our money is im- 
perative. The powers that be 
in Lansing have proven them 
selves incapable of placing our 
interests ahead of the special 
interests. 

My plea to you is to defeat 
proposal “A” on March 15. Vote 
No! A constitutional amend- 
ment is difficult to change. In 
addition, get angry! Tell your 
legislators ... “I’m mad as hell 
and I’m not going to take it any- 
more.” If they refuse to aban- 
don the alternate proposal or 
support Senate Bill 667 (Tax- 


payers United 20 percent 
Property Tax Cut), make sure 
they understand that we will 
remember in November.

Vikings 
sew up 
cage title

Inkster High School cagers 
will take a well-deserved and 
earned rest this week after 
beating Highland Park Friday 
night and capturing the Subur- 
ban Athletic Conference (SAC) 
championship. 

It was the first time since 
the 1988 campaign when the 
Vikings won back-to-back SAC 
titles that Inkster has owned 
the coveted first-place trophy. 
Coach Monte Dennard and the 
Vikings did it with an impres- 
sive come-from-behind, 62-48, 
victory over the Parkers. 


Highland Park was the 16th 
consecutive Inkster victory of 
the 1993 94 campaign. They are 
11 0 in the SAC and, with only 
last-place Ecorse remaining 
on the league schedule, even a 
loss to the Red Raiders would 
not change the top of the 
standings. 

"Obviously, one of our goals 
this season was to win the con- 
ference title,” said Dennard, 
“and we have accomplished 
that. It wasn’t an easy task be- 
cause we have some very tough 
teams in our league. 

“And it’s going to get even 
tougher because we’re looking 
at some of those teams in the 
playoffs.” 

Inkster is assigned to play in 
the Class B district at Robic- 
haud High School, a team that 
has given the Vikings the fits in 
the SAC. But Robichaud is not 
the only powerhouse in that 
district. Inkster may also have 
to contend with Dearborn Di- 
vine Child and Willow Run, 
two outstanding teams. 


The other two schools as- 
signed to Robichaud are Dear 
born Heights Crestwood and 
Annapolis. They have not won 
a district championship in the 
past two decades. 

Inkster has also had prob- 
lems at the districts. The Vi- 
kings usually have been 
detoured on the road to the 
state competition by D.C.’s Fal 
cons, who have managed to 
snatch close decisions from 
them. This year the Falcons 
also have an excellent club. 

“We’re not going to specu- 
late on the playoffs# at this 
point,” Dennard stressed. “We 
still have a couple of teams in 
front of us.” 

Inkster will play Ecorse on 
March 4 for its SAC finale. It 
also is scheduled to meet Yp- 
silanti Lincoln. 

Highland Park gave the 
reigning champs a scare in the 
first eight minutes of their 
duel. William Norman sank all 
eight of his points in the first 
period to lead the hosts to a 


16 14 advantage, but a bal 
anced Viking scoring attack 
led by A1 White, Maurice Bal- 
lard, Greg Prewitt and 
Ibraheim Myles lifted Inkster 
to a 30-26 lead at the intermis- 
sion. 

Inkster players went on to 
outscore their hosts 16-8 and 
16-14 in the final two frames to 
seal the victory. 

White, considered one of 
the finest junior cagers in the 
state this year, finished with a 
game high 18 points. The 6-6 
junior also nailed 13 rebounds 
and blocked three shots. Inter- 
estingly, it was White’s uncle, 
Anthony White, who starred 
for the Vikings during their 
last two conference champion- 
ship runs. 

White was an All-area and 
All-State candidate for the 
then coach George Thompson. 

Ballard’s contribution 
against Highland Park was 14 
points and James Outlaw, who 
is recovering from an ankle in- 
jury, finished with eight points.

Dallwig also suggested that 


those who suffer from SAD 
avoid big projects in January 
and February, if possible, be- 
cause those months are when 
SAD is most likely to occur. 

For most individuals, the 
‘winter blues’ can be treated 
with a number of relatively 
easy steps, he said.

Controversial attorney draws crowd to local meeting

Members of the Canton Eco- 
nomic Club knew the speaker 
last week would draw a 
crowd and their expectations 
were proven correct when at- 
torney Geoffrey Fieger ap 
peared to speak about his 
well-known client, Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian. 

Coming straight from the 
airport to the Mayflower Meet- 
ing House, where he flew in 
ft'om a news interview with Pe- 
ter Jennings in New York, 
Fieger kept the 225 member 
audience spellbound as he 
spoke about the “civil rights is- 
sue of the 90s." 

“We're not talking about sui- 
cide or the right to have some- 
one assist. It’s not about the 
right to die. I’ll give that away 
to anyone who wants it. It’s 
about the right not to suffer,” 
said Fieger. “The right to make 
a decision on how much a per- 
son should suffer.” 

According to Fieger, every- 
one had a right to make that 
decision for themselves prior 
to February 1993. 

“Since Dr. Kevorkian 
popped up, special interest 
groups can’t leave other peo- 
ple alone. Right to Life, the 
most powerful lobby group, 
was able to pass a bill in one 
day.” 

The counselor explained it 
was the passage of the bill that 


forced Kevorkian, described 
as, “the most caring and com- 
passionate physician” Fieger 
has ever met, to stand up in 
opposition of the bill, even go 
to jail. 

“Dr. Kevorkian is not an out- 
law, (because he is showing 
support) for a right that was 
taken away. This is civil dis- 
obedience, and this is how we 
effect change. You will have to 
grab the medical profession by 
the scruff of the neck and drag 

them into the 20th century.” 

Fieger blames legislators 
for the violation of fundamen- 
tal civil rights. 

“Legislators see with kalei- 
doscope eyes,” said the attor- 
ney. “They try to focus on the 
traditional family values and 
say it’s okay to starve or suffo- 
cate a person (by unplugging 
machines), but it’s not okay to 
do what Dr. Kevorkian is do- 
ing.” 

“If a cat or dog was suffering 
in front of us, it’s humane to 
put them out of their misery, 
but not for our own kind. Is 
that what we’re saying?” ques- 
tioned Fieger. 

Within 30 days, legislation is 
expected which will make it 
impossible to sue doctors for 
more than $250,000, said the 
medical malpractice attorney. 

“Those Bozos in the legisla- 
ture have already put a price 
tag on your life - $250,000. What 
they are saying is we’ll put a 
doctor in jail if he assists in a 
suicide, but we’ll exonerate

him if he does it the old- 
fashioned way,” Fieger said. 

In the 20 suicides with 
which Dr. Kevorkian has as- 
sisted, none of the 200 family 
members have complained 
that their relatives were taken 
advantage of, said Fieger. 

“The person to be taken ad- 
vantage of is the unconscious 
person,” he said. “Dr. Kev- 
orkian counsels people for 
years, and for the 20 people he 
has helped (commit suicide), 
he has turned hundreds away. 
He spends more time with his 
patients than anyone I’ve ever 
met. Do you think your doctor 
will be by your side, holding 
your hand, when you die? Dr. 
Kevorkian is.” 

“If this society is so con- 
cerned with suicide,” Fieger 
continued, “I can tell you how 
to eliminate it tomorrow. Ad- 
dress the issues of handguns, 
liquor and cigarettes which 


are killing our kids.” 

Fieger has appeared 
throughout metro-Detroit 
speaking on the issue and 
gathering support to put “the 
right not to suffer” before vo- 
ters March 15. 

“I urge all of you who are 
politically connected to get 
this on the ballot. If you op 
pose what we’re doing, sign the 
petition and help us put it on 
the ballot so people can defeat 
it.” 

“At some point when the 
suffering is so great, we wel- 
come the portal of death,” said 
the attorney, “but there are 
some who want to make this a 
sectarian society and believe 
their interpretation of Chris- 
tian belief is pre-imminent.” 

As it looks, many courts are 
finding in favor of Dr. Kev- 
orkian and his actions by rul- 
ing that the “right not to 
suffer” is inherent in the con- 


stitution. Thus far, three of the 
four cases brought against the 
doctor have been dropped, but 
two are being appealed at a 
higher court. 

“The court of appeals has 
two choices,” said Fieger. 
“They can say “Yes, these laws 
(restricting Dr. Kevorkian’s ac- 
tions) are unconstitutional,” or 
they can say “Yes, it’s permiss- 
ible for these lunatics to take 
away your right to decide.”” 

“Don’t you believe in God?” 
screamed out an audience 
member. 

Fieger responded that 
whether he believes or not is 
irrelevant. “Whether God is 
the owner of my body, or I am 
the owner of my body, I know 
the government is not the 
owner of my body. I would 
think if it’s so good to get into 
heaven, people would want to 
get there as soon as possible.” 

Julie Norricks, of Canton 
Township, took a day of her 
mid-winter break from 
Plymouth-Salem High School 
to hear what Fieger had to say. 
“I agree that people should 
have the right to choose, but I 
think if they want to commit 
suicide, they should do it 
themselves.”

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Governor pushes sales tax proposal

In the dilemma of choosing 
an increased sales tax versus a 
boosted income tax. Gov. John 
Engler and his aides believe 
the former is the only “clear 
choice.” 

“If Proposal A doesn't pass, 
we’ll be taking a step back- 
ward. Its approval is better for 
Michigan growth and better 
for the people of Michigan,” 
said Doug Rothwell. chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the Michigan 
Jobs Commission. 

Rothwell said some people, 
mistakenly believe that if Pro- 
posal is defeated, an alternate 
plan other than the increased 
income tax - will be substi- 
tuted. 

“I can assure you that there 
is a Plan A (sales tax hike), a 
Plan B (income tax increase), 
but there is no Plan C. Unlike 
in other elections, there is no 
status quo if the proposal is 
not passed,” Rothwell said. 
“The governor has launched 
an informational campaign 
about Proposal A, and we are 
finding that the more people 
know about Proposal A, the 
more they favor it. It is a com- 
mon sense plan.” 

Rothwell noted that the al- 
ternative to Proposal A, a 6 
percent state income tax, 
would be burdensome to se- 
nior citizens and others on a 
fixed income. 

“In Michigan, we have a flat 
rate income tax, so everyone 
will pay the same percentage, 
whether it’s on an income of 
$10,000 or $100,000. Obviously, 
an additional 2 percent in- 
come tax will be more of a bur- 
den on poor people than on 
more affluent people,” Roth- 
well said. 

“On the other hand, the 
state sales tax exempts hous- 
ing, pharmaceuticals, food and 
energy costs - all of the basics - 
leaving mostly the discretion- 
ary spending to be taxed,” Ro-

thwell said. “The way the 
Michigan sales tax is set up, it 
is not regressive.” 

In addition, part of the sales 
tax - perhaps, as much as 10 to 
20 percent - will be paid by 
out-of-state visitors and tour- 
ists. 

“Basically, the state sales 
tax increase will allow you to 
keep more of what you earn,” 
he said. “It is also a jobs issue. 
If our income taxes are higher 
than other states, we won’t be 
on a level playing field when it 
comes to businesses expand- 
ing or locating in the state.” 

Rothwell said it is critical to 
have a good business climate 
for job growth and job cre- 
ation. Businesses planning to 
locate or expand in Michigan 
will be comparing our tax 
rates to those of other states. 

“If Proposal A passes, our 
income and sales taxes will be 
at about the same level as 
other states and our property 
taxes will be far below. If, how- 
ever, the alternate plan is im- 
plemented, our state would 
have the highest flat rate in- 
come tax in the nation.” 

Gov. John Engler believes 
approval of Proposal A “is 
quite frankly, a stark choice 
between setting Michigan back 
or moving Michigan forward.” 

On March 15, voters will 
have a choice to vote yes for a 
ballot plan or reject that in fa- 
vor of a legislative backup 
plan. 

In the past, the state has re- 
lied on property taxes to pro- 
vide most of the funding for 
school. Inequities in that 
method surfaced, and the 
school property taxes were cut

“The ballot plan is the right 
plan for Michigan’s hard work- 
ing men and women.

Crash injures woman

Final conference set

A March 4 final court conference 
has been scheduled for a Westland 
man charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder and felony firearm 
before Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Prentis Ed- 
wards. 

Christopher A. Boyd, 18, was al- 
legedly involved in a shooting inci- 
dent at the old Nankin apartments 
on Michigan Avenue at 4:20 a.m.

Several gunshots were fired 
through the window of apartment 
17, according to Wayne police Lt. 
Mel Drews. 

“It appears the window was shot 
out intentionally,’’ Drews said. “No 
one was injured.” 

Boyd was allegedly assisted by 
Jason Scott Krasson, 18, of Garden 
City, and Michael Raymond Elkins, 
17, of Westland who are both 
charged with assault with intent to 
murder and felony firearm. 

A Feb. 23 arraignment on infor- 
mation was scheduled for Elkins in 
Recorder’s Court. Krasson is ex- 
pected to be sentenced Feb. 28. 

All three defendants were ar- 
raigned before 29th District Court 
Judge Carolyn Archbold and re- 
ceived a $50,000 cash bond.

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Teen-ager charged in death of football star

A gun-toting 16-year-old Taylor boy was ar- 
rested and charged with the shooting death of a 
former Romulus High School football quarter- 
back, according to police. 

The suspect was arrested late Thursday after- 
noon, less than 48 hours after he allegedly fatally 
wounded the victim in the parking lot of the Ro- 
mulus alternative high school on Superior Road 
in Romulus, city police said. 

Police said the victim, Christopher Warren 
Jones, was shot in the back, while standing out- 
side his van in the Mount Pleasant School parking 
lot. Mr. Jones then staggered into the school with 
a baseball bat in his hands and then collapsed, a 
school official said. Police and an ambulance 
were immediately summoned. 

Mr. Jones was taken to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, where he was pronounced dead. 

Romulus Detective Lt. Kenneth Kraus re- 
ported the victim had arrived at the school 
shortly before 9:15 p.m. Tuesday to pick up his girl 
friend, who attended adult classes there. 

Kraus said a verbal argument had broken out 
between girl friends of the victim and accused 
assailant shortly before the shooting. The two 
males apparently then entered the argument and 
before long the shots were fired, police said. 

One shot struck Mr. Jones in the back and two 
others entered the victim’s van. 


The shooting occurred approximately 15 min- 
utes after the adult night school classes ended. 
Few people reportedly were in the parking lot at 
the time of the shooting, police said. 

The defendant and other area youth were 
questioned Wednesday and Thursday, prior to the 
charge being pressed. The handgun, believed to 
be the murder weapon, was confiscated. Kraus 
said detectives will turn the evidence over to the 
Wayne County Prosecutor’s office, whose repre- 
sentatives will decide whether the youth will be 
tried as an adult or a juvenile. 

The victim, son of Bruce and Pat Jones of Ro- 
mulus, had been a part- time employee of Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Services, the owners and 
operators of the planned environmental liquid 
injection well 

Vince Schager, EDS operations manager, re- 
vealed Mr. Jones “began working for EDS last 
October and helped with our community rela- 
tions. He helped us prepare the video presenta- 
tion that aired on local television last fall.” 

Schager called Mr. Jones a “capable, depend- 
able” employee and said “he would do anything 
that he was asked to do on the job.” Schager also 
praised “his zeal and leadership.” 

Superintendent Dr. William Bedell, when in- 
formed of the murder, said “that’s a shame. He 
use to be able to throw the football through a 
brick wall when he played for the Eagles.” 

High School Counselor John Dumas said 
“Chris was always a pleasant type of student. He

was the kind of youth you would be happy to call 
your own son.” 

Mr. Jones was bom on Aug. 3, 1972 in South-

Glittering beaded light fixtures, rich brass 
and copper decorations and fabulous foods 
await the guests who walk through the cano- 
pied tent-like entrance to Talal’s in Dearborn. 

Just a short drive from the heart of Wayne, 
diners can step into another part of the world 
without ever leaving the county. 

The genie’s touch of Chelsey Odom has trans- 
formed the former Crabby Joe’s Restaurant 
into a page from Arabian Nights. 

Odom, of Chesley Odom Design in Belleville, 
combined some of the owner’s family pictures, 
items from his native Lebanon and a collection 
of antique and new items to create a touch of 
the Mideast in the Midwest.

A series of mostly unrelated 
armed robberies have plagued 
Westland this past week, ac- 
cording to Westland police Sgt. 
Donald Haigh. 

A total of four armed rob 
beries have occurred at West- 
land stores in a seven-day 
period, with one believed to be 
related to a series of robberies 
committed by the same per- 
petrator. 

One incident occurred at 
approximately 9 p.m. Feb. 23 
at the 7-Eleven convenience 
store, located at 160 S. Venoy 
Road near Cherryhill. 

Two perpetrators entered 
the store and the alleged gun- 
man approached the counter 
while the other man walked 
down the store aisle, Westland 
police Sgt. Marc Stobbe said. 

The perpetrator told the 19- 
year-old clerk he had a gun 
and the woman asked the man 
to show it to her. The robber 
became angry, Stobbe said, 
and said he would shoot her 
and reached into his pockets 
and pushed a hard object for- 
ward. The woman believed 
there was an object in his 
pockets and gave the assailant 
some $75 cash from the store 
register. 

The perpetrators exited the 
store and got into a four-door 
gold vehicle, which the clerk 
said was driven by a third per- 
son, Stobbe said. 

The gunman is described as 
a white male with a medium 
build, sporting a goatee, with 
light colored hair and a small 
pony tail, wearing a baseball 
cap with an emblem, a plaid 
sweatshirt and a gold watch 
with a black face. 

The second perpetrator is 
described as a heavy set black 
male, wearing a black hooded 
sweatshirt over his head. 

Both suspects are believed 
to be in their early 20s. There 
is no description of the driver 
of the vehicle.

Mitchell told police that she 
was leaving the bar on Mid 
dlebelt Road when someone 
stuck a gun into her ribs and 
ordered her to walk to the 
parking lot where a car was 
waiting.

Crosssaid 
that the passenger kicked 


open the car door and told him 
to look after the driver.

Cross said he and his 


friends became suspicious of 
the passenger because, they 
felt, if the passenger had been 
a friend of the victim’s, why 
was he rushing away from the 
scene of the accident? 

The Inkster residents ran 
after the suspect and captured 
him. They held the suspect un- 
til police arrived at the scene. 

Inkster Detective Darryl 
Tubbs said that the suspect

Faust, 65, serves as the

Upon completion, he began 
graduate work at Eastern Michigan University. 

While competing for the senate seat in 1966, 
Faust was involved in an automobile accident 
which left him confined to a wheelchair. However, 
despite the obstacles, he continued to pursue a ca- 
reer in the state government. 

“It was an especially difficult time for me. I was 
literally elected from a hospital bed. I didn’t have 
to worry about my problems - I had other things to 
worry about,” Faust said. 

Some of Faust’s final statewide projects as sena- 
tor include the regulation of timber so that natural 
resources continue to serve Michigan, reducing the 
sentencing requirements of first-time non violent 
drug law violators and conducting a state election 
hearing in Wayne regarding the March 15 ballot 
proposal tax.

Stephen Berry

Stephen Berry has devoted 
more than 40 years of his life 
in service to the citizens of the 
city of Inkster. 

The 79 year-old former 
council member’s efforts have 
not gone unnoticed. 

When The Associated News- 
papers recently launched its 
search for candidates for the 
Person of the Year, letters began 
flooding the ANP selection 
committee, and one name, that 
of Stephen Berry’s continued 
to reappear among the stack of 
mail. 

One writer noted, “ Stephen 
Berry has spent his entire resi- 
dency in the City of Inkster 
with only one goal in mind, 
that of being of service to his 
community and its citizens.” 

Yet another pointed out 
Berry’s “long service as an 
elected and appointed official 
whose integrity and honesty 
were beyond reproach”. 

The search was made easy 
by these letters and it decided 
to honor the former Inkster 
councilman as the Person of the 
Year in the city of Inkster. 

“I am tremendously hon- 
ored and really lost for words,” 
said Berry. “There are so many 
good and more deserving can- 
didates in this city. I don’t 
know what to say, but to thank 
you.” 

Berry and wife, Sophie, 
moved to Inkster in 1951 and 
raised their son, Robert in the 
city. Robert, a product of the 
Cherry Hill School District, 
went on to become as associate 
professor of history and is 
presently teaching at Salisb- 
ury State University in Mary- 
land. He and his wife, Dagmar. 
have two children. 

In 1981, Berry was appoin- 
ted by city council to the Inks- 
ter Housing Commission 
where he put to good use his 
background his business acu- 
ity and the checks-and- 
balances he obtained as a for- 
mer IRS and Secretary of State 
employee. 

In one of the letters nomi- 
nating Mr. Berry, the writer 
stressed that...”when city coun- 
cil appointed him to the Inks- 
ter Housing Commission as 
one of its commissioners, Mr. 
Berry regarded his position 
not only as an honor but to be 
taken very seriously. He soon 
was elected treasurer of the 
commission, a title he holds to 


this day. His function, in addi- 
tion to attending monthly 
meetings, is to be on call for 
necessary voucher signatures; 
many times during inclement 
weather and post-surgical re- 
covery.” 

Serious illness also has not 
kept Berry from carrying out 
his civic duties. He attends 
most of the city council meet- 
ings and is ready to voice his 
opinions on pertinent issues of 
the day. 

Berry served on council 
from 1983 to 1991, two terms 
that he said were “a very 
learning experience and im- 
portant part of his life.” 

He believes that the present 
council and administration 
are trying to solve some of the 
city problems and realizes 
“that government can do only 


so much.” 

However, he is quick to 
note, “There appear to be 
some members of this council 
who are ambitious and have 
another agenda, a personal 
agenda and are not in tune 
with the needs of our city.” 

The past two years have not 
been kind to Berry. The loss of 
his beloved wife and physical 
setbacks have taken their toll, 
but he refuses, he says, to re- 
treat into the shell called de- 
pression. 

In the letter of nomination, 
the writer said that, “We will 
never cease to be impressed 
by this remarkable individual. 
I believe it is time to publicly 
honor and thank him for his 
selfless service to all of us.” 

We agree.

“Mr. Dockter has always 
been involved with community 
charities, and was director of 
our Salvation Army local effort 
for many years and is still an 
active board member. He 
chairs many committees that 
work to keep our state a front 
runner in safety, and also 
works with the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police,” 
Priest said. 

In June of 1993, Dockter en- 
ded 33-1/2 years of service as a 
police officer. 

“I always wanted to be a po- 
lice officer - even as a young- 
ster,” Dockter said. “When I 
got out of service in 1957, we 
were in a recession and a lot of 
people were getting laid off. I 
was looking for security, and, 
at the time, you never heard of 
a police officer being laid off,” 
Dockter recalled. 

Dockter, a native of North 
Dakota, came to Michigan with 
his family. They settled in Mel- 
vindale, and he attended 
school there. He spent two 
years in the service before his 
discharge in 1957. 

The former police chief was 
one of the organizing member 
of the Belleville-Sumpter-Van 
Buren Substance Abuse Task 
Force, and was instrumental 
in bringing the Drug Aware- 
ness Resistance Education 
(DARE) program into the Van 
Buren Public Schools. 

“Law enforcement officers 
have three ways to attack 
drugs: Enforcement, reha- 
bilitation and education. The 
first two aren’t producing re- 
sults. Our only hope is through 
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1984 and cites his term as ma- 
jority leader as one of his most 
rewarding experiences. 

“I had the opportunity to 
serve as a majority leader. I re- 
organized the senate rules, 
passed 150 bills and wrote one 
constitutional amendment,” 
Faust said. 

Faust was also instrumental 
in starting a state museum and 
procuring a grant for libraries 
in Wayne and Westland. 

One of Faust’s best experi- 
ences as a senator was being 
thanked for his assistance 
helping elderly people with 
their medical needs. 

“On a personal level, the 
best experience was having an 
elderly woman from Sumpter 
Township ask if I was Faust,” 
he said. 

When the senator replied 
“yes” the woman smiled and 
told him that because of his ef- 
forts she had a new set of false 
teeth.

The senator’s father was one 
of his greatest influences in 
Lansing, helping him get on 
with his life after the auto- 
mobile accident and staying 
involved in his son’s career. 

“My dad was a great influ- 
ence. He was interested in 
what I was doing,” Faust said. 

Others who impressed 
Faust and whom he considers 
role models include: former 
Detroit Mayor Coleman Young, 
Congressman Sander Levin* 
and former Wayne Mayor Pat 
Norton who, “always kept me 
on the straight and narrow.” 

“Mayors in Westland always 
wanted me to do more,” Faust 
added. 


Some advice to the next 12th 
District senator, “Like people 
and want to help them both in- 
dividually and the whole pop- 
ulation, then let the specific 
interests in your own area take 
over.” 

Faust wanted to thank the 


citizens of western Wayne 
county for all their support 
throughout his almost three 
decades of service as a state 
senator. 

“I’m very grateful for people 
in this area.
